statement at a 
press conference 
after a 
reporter 
asked for his 
opinions. The reporter said a re­ 
port was going around th a t the 
Chief Executive w as “not so hot 
about conscription.” 
The President replied th at it all 
depended on which paper you read. 
He then entered upon a lengthy 
review of the co n se n sio n ques­ 
tion. 
He also announced th at he and 
Democratic tax leaders in Con­ 
gress were agreed that an excess 
profits 
tax 
should 
be 
enacted 
without delay. 
All 
manufacturers w orking on 
defense orders know th at such leg­ 
islation was going to be passed, he 
said, and were proceeding to as­ 
semble materials even though con­ 
tracts have not yet been signed.

Farley, retiring national chairm an,' 
regarding the kind of cam paign to 
be waged, w ith particular refer­ 
ence to pivotal New York 
state. 
C entral headquarters will be m ain­ 
tained in New York city. 
Although Flynn would 
not 
go 
beyond his formal statem ent pre­ 
dicting victory for the Rooseve't- 
W allacc ticket, there w ere reports 
that L. W. Robert, national com­ 
m ittee secretary, and 
Oliver 
A. 
Quay Ie, treasurer, 
m ight 
be 
re­ 
placed. 
They wore reelected after 
the Chicago convention. 
Farley, who is giving 
up 
the 
chairm anship to 
head 
the 
New 
York Yankees and perhaps take 
another private job on

side, 
would not say when he intended 
to resign as 
postm aster 
general. 
The cabinet place frequently goes 
to the national

th a t the 81 persons held for de­ 
portation were m ostly European 
"refugees.” 
They were picked up and turned 
over to canal zone officials, he 
said, when it was found that their 
papers were not in order. Their 
point of entry, he explained, had 
been through the C anal Zone.

The airplane has 
been used for nearly twenty years in the 
Forest Service, to scout out fires and to drop 
tools and supplies to ground crews fighting 
them. Just lately have men lieen dropped at 
the fire fronts where they are most needed. 
These smoke-jumpers carry explosives and 
fire-extinguishing chemicals. They also have 
rations for several days, compass and port­ 
able radio. They alight on treetops, letting 
themselves down by coils of rope. 
So many of the developments of modern 
science have been used for destructive pur­ 
poses in the past few years, it’s somewhat 
pleasant to see one used by the Forest Ser­ 
vice for the saving of our trees.

Most physicians and many dentists know of 
cases w here abscessed teeth w ere the cause of 
rheum atism , heart discase, high blood pressure, 
inflammation of the kidneys peptic ulcer and other 
ailm ents.
